PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


On receipt of shipment unpack it immediately, and if not planted at once place the roots of the trees in a trench, cover them with 
soil, and water thoroughly, so as to settle the dirt well about the roots. _ For this purpose it is well to open the bundle. If on account of 
delay enroute the trees look withered, bury them entirely in wet soil for a few days until they have recovered. way : 

It is of great importance to dig holes deeper and larger than is necessary to admit all the roots in their natural position, keeping the 
surface and subsoil separate. While we exercise the greatest care possible in digging and packing the trees the loss or injury of the roots 
is Sometimes unavoidable. Any injured roots should be cut off with a sharp knife. Fill the hole with the surface soil, so that the tree after 
the earth has settled will stand about as deep as it did in the nursery, a line which can usually be noted by a difference in color. Settle the 
soil well around the roots by filling the hole with water. Never let manure come in contact with the roots, but it can be used as a top dressing. 

Grass or weeds should never be allowed to grow around the trees. The ground should be thoroughly cultivated, so that the finely 
pulverized soil forms a mulch over the whole surface of the ground. ; } 

Apples, Apricots, Peaches, Pears, etc., should be pruned back according to the size of the tree. Tree protectors should be used against

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The California 


Home Garden 


By Ross H. Gast 


The California home garden is a permanent, all year ‘round 
institution, and an economical adjunct to the kitchen. ‘To succeed 
in its culture, one must know certain fundamentals, which can 
only be learned in the garden; but, as an incentive to those who 
are hesitant in making a start, and to gardeners from the East 
who are trying to adapt themselves to local conditions, these 
general cultural directions are submitted. The Germain Culture 
Bulletins, covering the culture of the various vegetables should be 
consulted for more detailed information. A complete list of 
these bulletins will be found on page thirteen at the bottom of 
the page. 

Most of the failures in the home garden are due to over- 
enthusiasm at the start. The average beginner buys more tools 
and supplies than he really needs, consequently his first effort 
shows a loss. To begin with, a hoe, a rake, a good spade, and 
a sufficient length of hose, are the only necessities. Then there 
are many little odds and ends the gardener can make himself, 
which will help in cutting down the initial expense. 


GARDEN SOILS 

To get.the best results from its tillage, the gardener should 
know something of the soil with which he must struggle. for 
only in knowing the faults and virtues of his own particular 
type, can he hope to prepare it properly for planting. Efficient 
soil preparation is the key to successful gardening. 

Soils of lighter texture are best adapted to vegetable culture, 
though any type can be made to produce well on a small scale 
if they are improved. Because of adverse soil conditions, the 
cardener need not despair, for there are many ways of supplying 
the natural deficiencies of soil without going to a great expense. 

SANDY LOAM 

He who is fortunate enough to have the sandy loam for a 
garden soil, should offer up thanks, and pay his taxes cheerfully. 
For they are the easiest of all soils to till, and vegetable culture, 
with the sandy loam to practice on, is soon mastered by the 
amateur. They do not bake in summer, and drain well in winter. 
They are not liable to check when left too long without cultiva- 
tion, and when in proper tilth, will absorb the warmth of the sun 
readily, that being an important factor in winter gardening. 
Truly, the sandy loam is the ideal gardening soil, yet they should 
be fertilized often, so that they will not become depleted of plant 


foods. 
THE ADOBE 

“Adobe” is really a clay, the red color in some of them being 
due to the presence of iron in the rocks that went toward their 
formation. There are many different adobes, ranging from the 
discouraging “muck” to those which contain a large per cent of 
gravel, and which are fairly easy to handle. 

Most of the adobes have a sort of “psychological moment,” a 
time between wetness and dryness when it will work up nicely, 
without sticking to the plow or spade, nor yet require a pick 
to break it up. By experimentation, the gardener will soon 
discover the right time to cultivate, and all will be plain sailing 


thereafter. 
SANDY SOILS 

The sandy soils are not as highly prized as the loams, for 
they are naturally defficient in plant foods. Their redeeming 
virtue lies in their ability to absorb and hold the heat well, 
insuring early crops. But the lighter sands require a great deal 
of water, and only fertilizers which act quickly can be used for 
others are carried down beyond reach of the roots before they 
are available. 

Sandy soils can be built up by the addition of any sort 
of humus which is well decayed before it is incorporated. Other- 
wise it will only tend to make them of less value than before. 
Well rotted stable manure, or decayed vegetation of any kind 
will be useful, and when once built up, the sandy soils will prove 
to be very satisfactory for home gardening. 

THE PREPARATION OF THE SEED BED 

In Southern California, the home garden ‘should be a perma- 

nent institution, for many vegetables can -be planted every month

in the year. The main planting season is the Spring. and the 
secondary season in the early Fall, so usually different methods of 
preliminary soil preparation are practiced. But in either Spring 
or the Fall the main. object is to insure the proper moisure con- 
tent of the soil before planting, as the success of the planting 
depends upon it. 

SPRING PREPARATION 


Early in the Spring, the garden site, if new, should be cleared 
off, plowed or spaded, and manure, if available incorporated. 
Manure does the most good when applied at this time. Then 
the garden should be harrowed, or raked over, and left to 
benefit by the rains of the early Spring, which are usually suffi- 
cient to supply enough moisture for a planting. 

Just before planting, the soil should be turned over again, very 
thoroughly this time, and left in readiness to make up for plant- 
ing. Should there seem to be insufficient moisture in the soil, 
then it should be flooded as will be described in the following 
paragraphs, under Fall preparation. 


FALL PREPARATION 

For early Fall and Winter preparation, the soil must be soaked 
up to a depth of three or four feet before it is turned over, to 
store a supply of moisture in the soil; a sort of reservoir for 
the seed and the seedlings to draw upon during the first stages 
of growth. The Celestial Water Plant usually supplies this 
moisture in the Winter, for Spring planting, but after the hot 
months of summer, we must depend upon a more reliable source. 

To prepare the soil for Fall planting, “check” it up to flood. 
Checks are beds about four feet square, with raised borders to 
hold the water. Let these fill up and soak in three or four 
times, so that the water will penetrate to a depth of three feet 
at least. If the soil has baked, or has never been cultivated 
before, then the surface should be broken up to allow the water 
to penetrate more rapidly. It is best that only one plot in 
the garden be soaked up at a time, so that the subsequent 
spading and planting will not have to be hurried. 

As soon as the soil is tillable, the borders should be levelled 
down, and the plot spaded about twelve inches deep. With a 
take, pulverize the clods, and mulch the surface carefully. 

And now we have the Fall plot in the same condition as we 
left the Spring one a few paragraphs back. As the general pro- 
cedure is the same, the following planting directions will serve 


for both. 
WAYS TO PLANT 


The market gardeners have two ways to plant their root 
crops, lettuce etc.; the double row system, and in open beds. 
The larger vegetables, including corn, beans, and vine crops are 
planted in hills, or in furrows, while tomatoes, cabbage, and 
their near relatives are started in beds, and later transplanted 
to the field. As the planting methods of these vegetables vary, 
the planting of them is given in detail, in the series of bulletins 
mentioned above. 


THE DOUBLE ROW SYSTEM 


The double row system is the practice of planting on ridges. 
so that the seeds are assured good drainage in the Winter, and 
an opportunity of making the best of the sun while it shines. 
This system is especially recommended for adobe soils, for they 
usually have poor natural drainage on account of their position 
and texture. By this method of planting, two rows are irrigated 
with one furrow, and with only one furrow to cultivate, it is 
economical of both time and water. The ridges should be four 
to six inches high, measuring from the bottom of the furrow. 
and running, north and south, if possible. The distance across 
varies with the crop to be planted. 

The hoe,.the rake, andthe garden line are the only tools 
necessary in making up the double rows. If the ridges are to be 
two feet and a half apart, center to center, then cut.a measuring 
stick that length. Shorten the garden line to the length of the 
plot to be ridged up and fasten stakes to both ends. This is the 
“suide.” 2 


(11). on page thirteen 
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THE DOUBLE ROW 
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Starting from the side of the plot, at the end, measure off 
thirty inches (one length of the measuring stick), and set one 
stake of the guide. Then from the same side of the plot, at the 
other end, do likewise. 


To make a ridge that is neat and even in height is harder 
than might be supposed. For the benefit of those who have 
never planted seed after this system, every step in the prepara- 
tion of them will be taken up in detail, and illustrated with 
pictures. It sounds as clear as mud on paper, but if the in- 
structions are followed, the double row will be easily evolved. 


Like most work with the hoe, the gardener walks backward. 
Standing on the right of the guide, plunge the hoe into the soil, 
with the cutting edge toward the guide. Draw the soil out 
sharply away from the guide, depositing it each time, so that 
it will not burich up alwead of the hoe. When this furrow is 
opened up, move the guide back to the edge of the plot, and 
from the opposite end from which the start was made, draw 
another furrow in the same manner. Changing positions, the 
soil will be thrown toward the first furrow. When this has 
been done the first ridge is completed. The rest are easy. 
Measure the length of the measuring stick from the center of 
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the first furrow made, set the guide, and repeat all the operations 
detailed in making the first ridge. Only one new furrow is made, 
however, for the soil for one side will be taken out of the first 
furrow made. When the entire length of the plot has been 
worked over, it will be found that the ridges are about five inches 
high, and fourteen across. 

It is upon the shoulders of these ridges that the seed are 
to be planted, consequently they should be put in good condition 


to receive them. 
THE OPEN BED SYSTEM 

The open bed system is the old fashioned method, but still 
good, especially in light soils, and during the summer months. 
These beds are formed by making borders six or eight inches 
high, and levelling the space between. For the home garden, 
they should be four or five feet across, as the city water will 
not flood a wider bed. The borders should be firm, to hold water 
through many irrigations, and the middles raked clear of the 
larger clods. The guide can be used in running the borders, so 
that they will be parallel all the length of the plot. 

In the midsummer, it is best that the beds be flooded befare 
they are planted, and then the top four inches of soil worked 
up, mulched and smoothed, for planting.

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PLANTING THE SEED 


There is an old gardener’s rule concerning the planting depths, 
applying to ideal soil and weather conditions (proven by excep- 
tions, as there are to all good rules), that the seed should be 
planted to a depth equal to four times their diameter. But 
the nature of the soil, and the season also should be taken: into 
consideration in determining the depth to which seed should be 
covered. During the winter months, and in heavy soils, seed 
should not be covered toc deep, for if they are placed a depth 
to which the sun’s heat does not penetrate they do not germinate, 
but rot in the soil. In the lighter soils, the seed can be planted 
deeper without danger of rotting, for the lighter soils absorb and 
hold the heat more readily than the heavier ones. If there is 
a possibility of rain falling before the seedlings are above the 
surface, the seed should be covered carefully as a precaution 
against washing out. ‘The culture bulletins mentioned above give 
a great deal of detailed information on the planting of the 
various vegetable seeds, and they should be consulted, especially 
for the planting of the larger vegetable crops. 


ON THE DOUBLE ROW 


.. The guide can also be utilized in planting the double row. 
It should be set so that the cord runs along the shoulder of 
the ridge; then with a lath, or a straight edged strip of some 
sort, a small furrow made, the depth depending upon the seed 
to be planted. After the seeds are planted, cover them carefully. 
When that row is planted there will be two straight rows on the 
ridge, about ten or twelve inches apart. 


SEFD SHOULD BE SOWN RATHER LIBERALLY, 
FOR IT EASIER TO THIN THAN TO REPLANT 


After the entire plot is planted, sometimes it is advisable to 
spread an artificial mulch of some kind, grass cuttings for in- 
stance, over the top of the ridges, so that the ridges will not 
dry out, or in case of a heavy rain the soil will not bake. This 
is especially expedient in the adobe, for it will be hard to stir 
up the surface after a rain without disturbing the seed. After 
planting the ridges the only excuse for touching them again 
before the seedlings are above the surface is, to mulch after 
a rain, and that is not always advisable. 


IN OPEN BEDS 
When planting the open bed, use the guide again to insure 
straight rows equal distance apart. In a five foot bed, space 
allowed for the borders, five drills ten inches apart, or four drills 
spaced twelve inches apart can be planted. The method of 
planting the seed as given above, for the double row system 
should be practiced with the open bed. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF PROPER PREPARATION 

After the seed has been planted, and carefully mulched, our 
reserve supply of moisture begins its work. Through the minute 
soil spaces, the moisture stored when the plot is flooded, rises 
to the surface, like the oil in a wick of an old fahioned lamp. 
Coming to the surface, some of it passes off into the air, but 
most of it is retained, that is, if the soil has been properly mulched 
before and at the time the seeds are planted. ‘This moisture 
will be sufficient to germinate the seed, and to nourish the seed- 
ling plant until they are large enough to irrigate. This is not a 
theoretical system, tried out only on paper, but the practice 
which commercial vegetable growers are taught by experience. 
It will be taken up more in detail under Cultivation. 


IRRIGATION 

The first essential in irrigating a soil, or a crop, is the prepara- 
tion of the soil to receive it, and such preparation has been taken 
up in detail, in the series of Bulletins, referred to before. 

A makeshift method of handling water, where the garden is 
temporarily placed, can be made up with the hose, and a large 
can or bucket. The can should be slit well toward the bottom, 
and the end of the hose set in it, so that the water can be 
turned on full force without danger of washing the soil out of 
place. Still another method is used, especially in flooding checks. 
A “T” joint, of a size corresponding to that of the nozzle of 


the hose, is screwed on the threads, then a piece of heavy . 


sacking wrapped and secured over all. This breaks the force 
of the water handily, and can be carried from one place to the 
other with little trouble. 


Write for the Free 
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When irrigation is once begun, the soil must be soaked down 
below the roots each subsequent application. To wet the surface 
is harmful rather than beneficial, for it has a tendency to bring 
the roots to the surface, instead of encouraging <hem to spread 
out in search of plant foods. Some soils require more water than 
others, that is why a thorough understanding of one’s own soil 
is important. Usually, a good irrigation once every ten days will 


CULTIVATION AND MULCHING 


Any practical gardener knows that one cultivation is worth 
two irrigations, and that a dust mulch is of more value than an 
artificial one. Hoeing is a practice that cannot be overdone. 
Though the consequences of a few hours in company with that 
instrument may cause a temporary stiffness in the back (especially 
if the gardener is a novice) the satisfactory results seen in the 
garden should afford an early relief. ‘ 

Cultivation accomplishes three important things. First, it 
breaks up the surface of irrigated soil into small particles, so that 
the soil water will not evaporate when it moves up to the surface, 
by capillarity, and meets this well worked layer of soil. Second, 
it assists free root growth by loosening and aerating the soil, 
allowing the warmth of the sun to penetrate. The warmer the 
soil is, the faster everything grows, provided, of course, that there 
is enough moisture for the requirements of the plant. Oxygen 
from the air, so necessary to growing plants, and to germinating 
seed, enters open soil,-and assists in bringing soil bacteria into 
action, liberating a great deal of plant food that might not 
otherwise be available. Third, hoeing keeps down the weeds, which, 
if left to grow, rob the soil of both plant foods and moisture. 

Shallow cultivation is best, for if the tools are allowed to 
reach down deep, especially close to the plants, many of the fine 
roots are damaged. These fine roots are those which absorb 
water, carrying plant food solvent in it, to nourish the growing 
plant. Therefore, it is imperative that they not be destroyed. 

On the half acre places, the wheel hoe, with its various 
attachments, is a necessity. This tool can be rigged up to per- 
form many duties which would not be possible to do with a hand 
hoe. But the hand hoe will be useful in cultivating up close 


to the plants.

A light rich, 
well-drained loam is the most desirable. The use of manure is advisable but should 
be used sparingly as it might make the plant run too much to vine. There is no 
plant: more sensitive to cold and wet than the bean. We therefore advise not to 
plant until the ground has become dry and warm. The largest returns will result 
in planting in drills from 2 to 3 feet apart. Cover the seed one and one-half 
inches deep and thin the young plants 3 to 6 inches apartin the row.

Lettuce needsconsiderable moisture, applied 
often but not too heavily and plenty of cultivation to obtain best results. 


HEAD LETTUCE, isso called because of its extremely solid or compact 
formation. Such types as Los Angeles Market, Wonderful, New York, Big 
Boston and Iceberg, may be depended upon to satisfactorily mature a firm 
cabbage-like head. 

Heading varieties should be sown the same as loose leaf except that it 
should by all means be thinned out when the fourth leaf appears leaving 
plants in the row 10 inches apart.

CULTURE.—Muskmelons must not under ordinary gardening conditions be planted until all danger of frost is past. This is 
usually March, and planting may continue until July 15th. Warm ground is essential to the germination of the seed, forif planted too 
early in the Spring it will rot. Itis highly important that your soil should bein proper planting condition. First.it must be thoroughly 
soaked or irrigated. Second. as quickly as the moisture has thoroughly penetrated and the soil isin a tillable or workable condition, 
spade or plow the ground and see that it is thoroughly pulverized. Third, prepare furrows 6 to 8 inches in depth and 5 to7 feet apart 

according to space you can spare. Fourth, plant the seed in the furrows about 6 feet 
apart, covering the seed not more than 1 inch deep and as the plant grows, sradually 
fill up the furrow about it with soil until level with surface. 

Continuous cultivation is now necessary and where soil conditions require, Sys- 
tematic irrigation should be followed. Do not, however, irrigate close to the plant 
as it will cause dampening off, and other diseases. The roots of the plant being as long 
as the vine, close up irrigation is not necessary and in cultivating see that these roots 
are not disturbed as it would ruin the plant. Practice frequent shallow cultivation. 
Plant 8 seeds to the hill and when thoroughly established pull out all but three. Two 
to three pounds of seed is used to an acre.

In irrigating soak ground thoroughly and follow by cultivation as quickly as practicable, in order to keep a permanent mulch 
and maintain the moisture. Use one and onehalf pounds of seed to an acre.

CULTURE—Many different methods of planting onions are in practice but the one most practical to the general market grower 
is the following method: 

Plantingin this section usually starts in December, January and February unless the season is exceptional and then possibly earlier. 

The primary requisite is good seed and in this we excel, our seed being produced by experts who have been growing for us for 
years and our trade has been greatly increasing due to the excellence of our seed. 

Sow onion seed with a seed drill in rows 14 inches apart, using on this basis from 4 to 4% pounds of seed per acre. The land must 
be thoroughly plowed, disked, and harrowed when necessary. It is impossible to prepare your land too carefully in growing the onion 
asit responds readily and in order to get maximum yields, thorough preparations must be made. 

As soon as the plants appea:, hand weeding must start both in and between the rows. From this point on the plants must have 
a steady even growth as a check whether from disease or drought will cause them to go to seed extensively. When the onions are ready 
for harvesting the tops will be well_ripened down. If, however the tops are still green we would suggest running a light roller or plank 
over the field to press them down. In ten days after this operation the onions should be pulled and left in the field one deep to dry. 
When thoroughly dried the tops can be removed. However we do not recommend this until ready to ship to market. If the onions are 
to be kept any period of time they should not be sacked but put on a floor or in a bin where there is a complete circulation of air. In 
some ocalities the transplanting system is followed. If this is done the seed should be planted in beds during August and September 
and transolanted to permanent field during February and March. The seed should be sown broadcast in the bed about 74 of aninch deep. 
When transplanted thev are put in rows 14 inches apart and 6 inches apart in the row. 

: The land chosen for onions should be damp or easily irrigated, preferably loose sandy loam or peat and should 
ways be kept well drained. Heavy adobe or clay soil is good but here irrigation must be carefully practiced. 
i On this latter soil onions do not color up as well nor are they. as even in shape as on lighter soil. 

; i Never pick weedy land for onions and avoid lands just free of grain crops. Garden lands 
are always preferable. Repeated planting for more than two successive seasons on the 
same ground is not advisable as onion diseases are bound to appear.

GROWING CORN FOR THE SILO 

CULTURE. Generally speaking the seed should be sown in drills 314 feet apart using 15 to 30 pounds of seed per acre, the amount 
planted depending upon the purpose for which the silage is to be used. 

Whenever less grain and more bulk is desired, more seed may be planted to the acre, giving a greater amount of leaf and stalk butless 
earcorn. For fattening beef cattle the opposite is true; the more ears produced the greater the fattening properties, and for that reason 
less seed should be sown per acre, giving it a better opportunity to mature. In either case the tonnage per acre will be the same. In 
the one case there will be more leaf and stalk and less ears and in the other instance the opposite, less stalk and leaf but more grain. 

Also, by the use of these varieties, if the grower wishes, it may be cut at an early stage of its growth and used as fodder. Later it 
may be put in the silo in any desired stage and if the season promises to be long enough it may be allowed to ripen for corn if this be 
decided upon.

Stock Beets are one of the finest fat and milk-producing crops 
we have today and when fed in conjunction with grain they are 
worth nearly as much, pound for pound, as the grain itself. This 
statement may seem a little strong, but experience has shown that 
Stock Beets aid digestion and assimilation by keeping the animals 
in extra good condition.

Sow in seed beds of rich soil, and as the seedis extremely minute, 
it is first largely mixed with sand and wood ashes to assist in 
spreading it thinly. One ounce of seed will sow twenty-five feet 
square and produce plants for one acre. After the beds have 
been sown, cover the seed slightly and protect from light frosts. 
Remove covering as soon as can be done with safety, and the 
plants will then grow rapidly and are ready for transplanting 
about the first of June. Wet or foggy weather is the best for 
transplanting. The plants must be carefully raised from the 
seed bed and planted in the fields in rows three feet apart and 
leaving five feet between the rows. The crop needs much careful 
attention in weeding, and a watchful eye to prevent the ravages 
of various insect enemies. As soon as the plants begin to throw 
ne ty flower-shoot, itis clipped off; otherwise it would weaken 
the plant.

The soil should be well worked and thoroughly drained. Sandy loam with a clay sub-soil is best. Eight to ten tons of manure 
per acre should be used if the soil is lacking in fertility. 

The hill or row system may be used in planting. If in hills, they may be three feet apart each way or thirty inches one way 
and thirty-six inches the other way. The rows are usually three to three and onehalffeet apart. The distances between the hillsinthetow 
variesfrom 12 to 16 inches apart for early varieties and 17 to 20 inches for late ones according to the soil. On light soils early varieties 
may be planted four inches deep and late varieties five inches deep. Early varieties are planted any time after the middle of January, 
but there is danger of their being caught by frost if planted before February first. Usually it is best to plant the main crop of potatoes” 
about the middle of February, as early planting usually gives better results than late planting. The cut seed should be as blocky in 
shape as possible. Long thin pieces are more likely to rot in the ground. A good method is to begin cutting of pieces at the stem and 
diagonally across the tuber until just enough isleft at the blossom end to make two pieces, when this part should be cut in two so that 
all the eyes on the end will not beleft on one piece. Doky 2 : 

When the rows are three feet apart and the space between hills is 15 inches, 600 tbs. of seed potatoes are required per acre, 
ii the seed pieces are cut into 1 oz. This is about the average rate per acre for this region.

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FLOWER SEED DEPARTMENT 


A FEW CULTURAL SUGGESTIONS 


Few people are aware of the great number and variety of 
flowers that can be raised from seed. In this glorious Southland, 
the time taken to obtain fine flowering specimens is not nearly 
so long as in colder climates, while varieties grow to splendid 
perfection, if given a reasonable amount of care. There may 
be a few of the very hardiest species that need a longer winter’s 
rest than is here afforded, but it has been the exnerience of 
growers that these soon become acclimated and flower over a 
larger season than when the summer is short and hot—the 
winter long and cold. A little experience has to be obtained as 
to the suitability or otherwise, of certain kinds for special loca- 
tions but once a general idea of the likes and dislikes of the 
plants is obtained, it is plain sailing. 

One great advantage in raising a flower garden this way is the 
saving of money. ‘The price of plants at certain seasons of the 
year and in times of scarcity, is high. This is unavoidable, but 
seeds can always be purchased for afew cents. Then the interest 
of watching—first, the tiny germ or seed leaves and eventually 
the stems and flowers—is great. It has a charm that is always 
fresh, always new, and the grower has a feeling that he or she is 
indeed the real owner of the plant. It has never belonged to 
anyone else. ‘I raised that from seed,’’ the owner will say of 
perhaps a stately Delphinium or other fine herbaceous plant and 
the pride exhibited in that sentence is surely pardonable and 
proper. Then the pleasure of giving or exchanging plants with a 
neighbor is facilitated by seedling raising, because there is 
always plenty for everybody, so different to having to buy them 
by the dozen or hundred. A packet of seed usually means 
thousands. We have followed the usual course of catalog makers 
in classifying into hardy, hali-hardy and tender annuals, bi- 
ennials and perennials, but this need not be taken too literally 
in California, for many things tender in the east, middle west 
and north, are perfectly hardy here and will grow outdoors the 
year around without protection of any kind. : 

HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in the open air at any time. 
The name ‘‘Annual’’ indicates that they live only one season. 

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS should be sown in a frame or given 
some protection until the seed germinates if needed early. 
By the middle of April, it is quite safe to sow in the open. 

TENDER ANNUALS is a term used to distinguish those plants 
usually grown in greenhouses or frames. Speaking generally, 
they need more skillful treatment than the hardier kinds, though 
itis getting quite common now to see such plants as Cyclamens, 
Cinerarias and others that were formerly grown entirely in 
greenhouses, flourishing outside on rockeries or beneath trees 
that throw sufficient shade to protect them from the hottest 
rays of the sun. This is a type of gardening peculiarly suitable 
for California, and especially Southern California. Ask us 
about it if you are interested. } 

HARDY BIENNIALS are those that flower in the second year 
from sowing the seed. 

HARDY PERENNIALS are among the finest of our border 
plants. They do not usually flower till the second year after 
sowing, but may be relied upon to produce larger clumps of 
flowers year by year for many years. : : 

HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS are those which reauire some 
protection during the coldest weather, as they will not stand frost. 

TENDER PERENNIALS are those species that require green- 
house or other protection during the greater part of the year. 
See also tender annuals. 


HARDY ANNUALS. The best time to sow isin the fall months, 
as they will make much stronger plants and flower much more 
abundantly when wintered over. They may be sown in any 
finely-prepared shady border, and transplanted when large 
enough, to where they are to flower. Do not cover the seeds too 
deeply. A good rule is to cover each seed its own depth with soil, 
at the same time taking care to water cafefully. Never water 
so much that the soil gets “‘soggy,’’ i. e., saturated: nor ever let 
the top get dry. Most varieties will germinate within ten days. 

They may also be sown at any time during the spring months 
for summer blooming, care being taken to shade the young 
Plants after transplanting, in hot weather. 

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS may be sown in April out-of-doors, 
or in boxes, in March or earlier. If in boxes they should be 
covered or removed under cover during the night-time and 
during heavy rains. Those who have hotbeds may sow the seed 
in February and grow the plants in three inch pots for planting 
outdoors in April, thus gaining two months on those who have 
not this advantage. If sown in boxes, the boxes should 
have an inch of rough soil or gravel at the bottom for drainage; 
the remainder of the box should be filled within an inch of the 
top with sifted, light, rich soil, firmly pressed, and watered. The 
seed should be sown, and covered its own depth with soil,then 
covered with a sack or burlap until germinated, when the cover- 
ing must be removed. When the young plants are large enough 
to be handled, transplant to other boxes, planting them about 
one inch apart, and, when weather permits, they should aiter- 
wards be planted in the open ground in the place where they are 
to flower. 

TENDER ANNUALS should be sown in pots as follows: Take 
a five or six-inch flower pot,put an inch of drainagein the bottom, 
then two inches of finely-sifted soil, firmly pressed, with a 
sprinkling of sand on top. Then sow the seed, and do not cover, 
but press into the soil. Water with a very fine sprinkler, and 
cover the top of the pot with a sheet of glass. Remove the glass 
for an hour daily to dry up the damp. When seedlings appear, 
gradually harden them off to the air. As soon as they can be 
handled. transplant to two-inch vots. and shift again when 
necessary. 

HARDY BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS should be sown in 
September. Many varieties,ifsown then, will flower the next 
year. If sown in spring they will not flower till a year later. 
They may be sown in a shady border, and, when large enough, 
transplanted to where they are to remain. 

HALF-HARDY and TENDER PERENNIALS should be sown 
in boxes, and treated as recommended for Half-hardy Annuals 
till plants appear, when they should be transplanted to two 
inch pots, and shifted afterwards when necessary. 

We have arranged our list of flower seeds according to the 
various classes: Annuals, including separate lists of Everlasting 
Flowers and Ornamental Gourds; Climbers, Annual and Peren- 
nial; Biennials and Perennials; Ornamental Grasses, Annual 
and Perennial. 

ABBREVIATIONS. Hh means Half-hardy, Annual or Peren- 
nial; T means Tender, Annual or Perennial. When no ab- 
breviation is used, the variety will prove hardy in this climate. 
The letter B affixed to a variety means that it is useful for bou- 
qauets and cut, fiowers.

The quickest and cheapest way of making a good display of colorin the garden is by sowing annuals. But to sow them thickly 
as is frequently done and then leave the little plants alone to fight for a position—eventually running straight up, flowering once 
and then dying—is not the right way to treat them.

and liquids) may be sent by mail to all parts of the United States, including Alaska, Canal Zone, Guam, Hawaii, DOOR co PUnEne 
Philippines. Packages are subject to a limit of maximum weight in the first and second and third zone of 70 pounds; in all other 
zones of 50 pounds. The maximum size of a package is 84 inches for length and largeness of the girth combined. 

Zone Rates — May be had by applying to your postmaster, who will tell you which zone you are in with referenc 
or upon application we will tell you if you supply us with the name of your postoffice. eavoptes pueeles 

For Parcels Weighing 8 Ounces or Less, containing seeds, bulbs or books only, the rate of postage to all zones is 1 cent, for 2 ounces 
or fraction. (Over 8 ounces the parcels post rates apply). 

For Parcels Containing Fourth Class Matter — other than the above — up to 4 ounces is permitted to all zones at 1 cent per ounce. 
(Over 4 ounces the Parcel Post zone rates apply.)
